( charge meonly ) and no other Perſon, 
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Hold not thy peace,and be not ftill,O God, for lo thine enemies make 
a tumult, and they that hate thee have lifted up the head, they 
bavi taken crafty Counſel againſt thy people, & conſulted againſt 
thy hidden ones. Behold, ſaith the Lord, they ſhall ſurely gather 

ether, but not by me : whoſoever ſhall gather together againſt 
thee, ſhall fall for thy ſake, and every tongue that ſhall a#5ſe 
oxainf thee in judgment, thou fhalt condemn. Pal. $3.1, 2, 3,

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T's written, Brethren, I have in a figure transfer- 
red to my ſelf, and to Apollo for your ſakes that ye 
- might learn in vs, not to think of men above that 
which is written, 1 Cor. 4. 6. the ſame Apoſtle 
for confirmation of the Myſtery of God, which he 
tayght; brought the Holy Scriptures for Teſtimony 
thereof; Rem; 10. 8, and ſayeth/that he witneſs no 0+ 
ther- thing than thoſe which the Prophets. and ſes 
did ſay ſhould come, AZ. 26.22. Now, the Spirits of 
the Prophets are ſubjett to the Prophets. Now the Spi- 
rits of the-Prophets- is mans's Spirit , that's tobe 
WubjeR to the Prophets, to wit, Holy Scriptares, but 
the Spirit of God no Scripture ſayeth is to be ſubje& 
to, of to be. tryed by the Holy Scripture; &c. It's no» 
ted in the 20th Article of the Church of Englayd, that 
it's not lawful for the Church to ordain any thing 
that's contrary to God's word written, neither-may-. it 
ſo.expound one place of: Scripture that it be repug- 
nantto another ; this ſaying is trus, &c. Having ſpo- 
ken in brief of: the-Authority of the Holy Scripture, 
[ ſhall from the manifeſtation of God's Spizit, and ac» 
cording tothe Holy Scriptures demonſtrate Tho. H5hes; 
lis folly, and damnable _—_ in his aforeſaid Book. 
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He ſaycth in Page 5. there is a Pamplet lately publiſh. 
ed by Robert we#t, Intituled, Damnable Herefie diſcover. 
ed: That there is ſuch a Book-publiſhed by mc, it's 
true ; but for his ſaying in that Page 5. where he ar- 
raigneth and condemneth as guilty of damnable Here- 
fie (viz..) the denying to worlhip the meaſure of light 
in every man, that's falſe, as by my Book may appear. 
It was for his denying the light within, which convin- 
ces the World of fin to be the Lord, &e. He ſaycth in 
his Book Pag. 5- many Qa«kers that read this particu- 
lar in that Book, condemas it, and cenſures the perſon 
that aſſerted it Mark! Can any Quaker read this 
particular in that Book (to wit ) meaſure of Light, 
which-is not in that Book, or cenſured. me for it, as 
may appear by that Book; Again, he ſayeth in 
Page 5. of - his Book, Foraſmuch' as he affiems, this 
light communicated unto Adam, was not only God's 
pile to him, but alſo the fountain whence all that 
ight proceeds, which is imparted or communicated 
unto the Creature ; but dareft thou ftand by this aſ- 
ſertion, ſaycth he. Mark, I never affirmed ſuch a 
thing,, It is his Aﬀertion, and not mine ; for Ihave 
better learned of the Lord, and do know him in whom 
is hidden all the Treaſure of Wifdom and Know- 
ledge, and from him in me have I received of his full- 
nels, to him be glory for ever 3 and:not from old .4- 
dem, but from the ſecond: Adam, who is aquickening 
Spirit. Tho. Hickes ſayeth in his Book Page 53. He 
that ſhall give a falſe relation of another mans Aﬀer- 
tion, ſuch a man is falſc and deceitful :: See by what 
he ſaycth in his own Book, is not he ſuch a man, 
that hath in ons Page of his Book three times - 
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mitted. that folly, &c. In Paze 5. and 6. of ii Bcok, 
he ſayeth, Is this Chriſt within, God or a Creature ? 
If God; then its the ſame with what was ſaid before ; 
if a Creature then it's no Herefic, much lefs damng- 
ble Herefie, to affirm, that. they who worſhip this 
meaſure of light in every man, are Idolaters ; foraf- 
much as they worſhip a Creature, &c. Here he ſay- 
eth, rhe light in every man isa Creature. Mark, Is 
not this his ſaying, his folly, &c. Is a thing fo, be- 
cauſe a man ſayeth ſo ? Nay, we are not tothink of 
men above what is written ( to wit ) Holy Scripture : 
if ſo, where's any Holy Scripture, that ſayeth, that 
the light in every man is a Creature. He ſayeth 
in his Book Page 65. ſpeaking of the light within, it's 
proved, ſaith he, that it ſelf is but a Creature, &«. Is 
not this privily tobring in damnable Herefie (to wit) 
firſt, to [th the light in every man is a Creature, and 
then after 50 Pages to ſay, that it's proved, when there 
is no Holy Scripture. brought, nor ſound Reaſon for 
proof, but his own ſaying, &'c. may not every falſe 
| perſon deceive a man of what he hath, if his ſaying 
may be taken for | ora without farther evidence ; for 
a man may ſay and ſwear falſly,as the people did in the 
dayes of old, Fer. 5. 2. they ſwore then, that they that 
were no Gods lived, ver. 7, And now Tho. Hickes ſay- 
eth, that the light in every man is a Creature: Is this 
your Champion, O ye Baptiſt People, that ye boaſt {6 
much of, ſaying his Book can never be anſwered: ſurely 
the pride of Jordan will be ſpoiled, Zech. 11.3. in a 
Diſpute with me before many Witnefles, he affirmed 
that the light in every man was man's ſpirit, and that 
God breathed itinto Adam, and that ifdid convince 
them of fin, but as then he brought no Holy Scrip- 
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ture for confirmation of his affirmation; even ſo now, 
he brings no Haly Scripture tg. witneſs it, .but his own 
ſaying, nor can. he, as by my Book as before _is noted, 
may appear.;. And yet he. would have people belicve, 
that the Holy Scripture. is his Rule in Faith and Pra- 
Rice, &c.. Know all then, \that Ido own:the Holy 
Scriptures, as before 1s. noted, and by them; through 
the manifeſtation of God's Spirit do know, that Tho. 
Hickes is not ruled touching- the Myſtery of God in 
Faith by them, but ſets up his own ſayings abovethem 
to oppole the Holy light in man, to which the Scrip- 
ture gives I ctimopy unto, as may appear by what fol- 
loweth, for the:help of the weak underſtanding. Firk, 
1 ſhall bring the Holy Scriptures, which teſtifieth 
what God is. Secondly, where he is. And thirdly,

Thirdly, Ihe hioly Scripture teftifierh: touching 
this Infinite and Incompretcalible God , That that 
which may be known of God, fpcaking of them-that had 
not the Law, #5 manifeſt in them, Rom. 1-19. And 
Chriſt ſayeth, The Kingdom of Heaven is within you, 
Luke 17. 21-

Anſwer, Yea : If he was not in Unbelievers be- 
fore they do believe, how then could he be the. Au- 
thor and finiſher of their Faith : It's written, He is 
the Author and finiſher of his Peoples Faith, Heb. 12.2. 
That he was in Idolaters, the Lord himſelf teſtifieth ; 
when Iſrael was ſacrificing to Balgam- and barning in- 
cenſe unto graven Images, at that time, ſaith the Lord, 1 
am the Holy One, in the midſt of thee, Hol. 11. 9. The 
Church of England conſeileth, and 1 wilh they knew 
what they did ſay, .

T do not only deny it, ſayeth he, 6»t charge it with Flaſ+ 
phemy, &c. Mark,doth he not in this particular charge 
' the Faith of Gods Ele& with Blaſphemy, and the 
Confeſſion of the Church of England alſo. No Holy 
Scripture ſayeth as he doth, - but on the contrary, &c. 
Therefore 1 conclude that Tho. Hickes and his Confe- 
derates are not ruled in Faith nor Words by Holy 
Scripture , butin pretence, &c. It it is written in old 
Tranſlation, Eſai. $. To the Law and to the Teftimony, 
iſ they ſpeak not after this meaning , it s becauſe they 
are not of the Morning-light , if not of the morning- 
light, know whoſe Children ye are : the word ( no light 
in them) is not inthe old Tranſlation to be read; for 
 asit's before noted, the uncorruptible Spirit, who is

ſo written is true, the Cauſe why I did ſo was, becauſe 
Tho. Hickes afti. med, that the light in-every man, that * 
did convince them of fin. Was mans Spirit not Chriſt ; 
for ſaid he, whileſt Chriſt was figured out in Types, 
he was not aQually in being, &. Upon this my ſpi- 
rit by the Teſtimony of Jeſus, which is the Spirit of 
Prophefie, who then manifeſted unto me his folly ; but 
he gathering a Company on his ſide, over-bore me by 
words, his Company alſo mocking and ſcoffing then 
at me, I patiently then bore it, and told him, that I 
ſhould oppoſe him in Print ; but being perſecuted 
"and impriſoned, forbearing my Teſtimony. for the 
Trath and againft deceit, had not the opportunity to 
Print it until the Year 1672. which was then perfor- 
med. For if I ſhould be filent to ſuch an affirmation 
(to wit ) Firſt, that the Light within , which con- 
vinceth man of fin, was mans ſpirit,'l having know- 
ledge from the Lord,that that Spirit which convinceth 
of ſin was the Spirit of the Lord, ſhould have been 
unfaithful to my knowledge, and fuffered the Lord, 
who is a Spirit to be robbed of his Glory ; for the

mans ſpirit. ULpon this I was neceflitated to diſtinguiſh 
the ſpirit of man, from the Spirit of the Lord, &+c, But 
he ſayeth in his Book Page 5. that I have wretcheqly 
and profancly perverted that Text, Lam. 4. 20. Be- 
cauſc I reſtifie that the breath which God breathed in. 
to Adams noſtrils, by which Adam became a living 
Soul, was not mans Spiriz, but another ( to wit ) the 
true light, the annointed of the Lord, of whom the 
Kings of Jſrael were but fignres, &c. In Page 17. 
of his Book, he ſaycth, I grant the Son of God is cal. 
led, The word of God; if fo, then he was before the 
World was made, and is not the Son of God, the an: 
nointed, &c. And before that he affirmed, that the 
Word by which God made the World was not the 
Chriſt, neither was he aRually in being whileſt he 
was figured out in Types ; fee how he contradigs 
himſelf. Mark, the Son of God 1s Chriſt the annoin- 
ted of the Lord, by him God made the World, Heb. 1.2, 
It's written, By the Word of the Lord was the Heavens 
made, and all the Hoit of thems by the breath of his 
»outh, Pſal. 37. 6. Now hath not Tho. Hickes mani- 
ſeſted his ignorance, firſt, in affirming that the Word 
by which God made the world, was not che Chriſt ; 
and now grants the Son of God is called the Word of 
| God, as may appear by his Book Page 17. Again, he 

ſayeth in his Book Page 78. 'tis not denied but that 
Jeſus Chriſt as Mediator was in purpoſe and promiſe 
long before : neither do I, ſayeth he, queſtion the E- 
ternal Deity of that Word, which in time took fleſh, 
but though this is, and by me muſt be granted, yet 1 
believe not, that the Word was then made fleſb, that 
Chriſt was aRually made known as Godin fleſh, ac-

The ſame man ſaycth, he interpreted that 
Text Lam. 4. 20. which intends a perſon to mean the 
Spirit of God in man, which he calleth the Annoyn- 
ted Eord ; and are ſuch inſtants as theſe the CharaR- 
er of a perfect man, &c.. I never ſaid to him that the 
Kingdom of Heaven was in my Dog, neither did he 
ever prove me guilty of Blaſphemy : indeed about 106 
or 12 years paſt, he asked me, whether or no I did 
ſay ſo: I then replied, Anſwer me to my QueFion, 
and I will anſwer thee. My Queſtiox was, Doth the 
Lord fill Heaven and Earth, yea or nay? faid he, [ 
will not anſwer : Then ſaid 1, neither will I anſwer 
thee. Doth not his denial to anſwer my Queſtion 
manifeſt, that fear had ſurprifed the Hypocrite, 1s 
this fairly done to publiſh in Print ten or twelve years 
after he asked me that 2 seſtion, that he proved me 
guilty of Blaſphemy , who then was afraid m_

iwer to my Quetion. It's written , He that hi- 
deth hatred with lying Lips, and he that uttereth a ſlan- 
der is 4 fool, Prov. 10.18. Touching that of Zam.g. 
20. I have ſpoken of before. Hath not Tho. Hickes 
in his Book Page 5 2. perverted the Text Lew. 4. 20.in 
ſaying which intends a perſon ; What perſon was 
that which was the breath of the holy Prophets no- 
ftrils ? The Text faycch, alluding unto Gez. 2.7. as 
it's noted in the Margin of the Bible that the breath 
of our noſtrils, even the Annointed of the Lord, was ta- 
ken in their pits, &c. Touching Pcriection, Is be- 
lieving PericRion attainable on this fide the Grave to 
be ſpoken againſt ; then the preaching of God him- 
ſelf is to be ſpoken againſt : ſor he preached to Abra- 
ham, (a ing, Walk before me, and be thou perfett, A- 
gain, Chriſt taught his Diſciples, ſaying, Be ye perfect? 
as your Father which is in Heaven is perfett. © Again, 
the end of the Miniſtry is for the perfeting of the 
Saints, as Scripture witnefleth, &c. Iam a witneſs 
for the Lord, that the Miniftry which makes nat the 
Comers thereunto perfe&, and gives them the know- 
ledge of God on this fide the Grave is a falſe Mini. 
ry, andthe Minifters thereof are deceivers, &c. In 
Page 3. of Tho. Hickes his Book he ſayeth ; Yea, that 
which thou calleft light in thee, bath in many things 
miſguided thee: This his ſaying is his folly ; for Job 
teſtifheth, ſpeaking of the-light of the Lord, 7hat by 
his light he walked through aarknefi, ] b 29.3. To 
this agreeth the promiſe of Chriſt, He that. fo/loweth 
me, ſayeth Chriſt, ſhal! not walk' in darkneſs. but ſhall 
have the light of life, John 8. 12. 1 witneſs the ſame 
promiſe to mie made go00d, amongſt the-many thou- 
ſands. of the Lords people this day. It's written, That

Fob ſpake of the Lord the things that ave right, Job 4: + 
7. Butnow Tho. Hickes and hjs Confederates have 
ſpoken of the Light within, the things which arc 
wrong, &c. Forif any man do or ſpeak the things 
that are wrong or falſe, he's not guided by the light 
within ſo todo , but by another ſpirit, &c, There 
are three Spirits in man ( viz.) the Spirit of God, 
which is the light, whoſe Name is called rhe Lord, as 
it's written, The Lord is that Spirit, : And-mans fpirir, 
Which is the Caudle: And the ſpirit of the Devil, 
which moves man, or temp'eth man to fin. Now 
_ Either of theſe three Spirits may be followed, &c. The 
fooliſh Prophets of Iſrael followed their own Spirits, 
and ſaw nothing, EXek. 13. 3. Now he that follow- 
eth his own ſpirit may ſay, that he is led by the light 
within, or ſpeaks by that lighr,as roo many have done, 
not knowing what ſpirit they have followed, becauſe 
they thought there had been but two ſpirits in man(to 
wit) the Spirit of God, and the ſpirit of the Devil, cc. 
Now if it {ſhould be ſo, the Soul of man that beirg a 
Spirit muſt be: of the ſubſtance of God, or of the 
ſubſtance of the Devil : I ſay azain, if there be 
but two Spirits-in man, the Soul of man' be+ 
ing a Spirit , mutt be God: or of his Subſtance, 
which is blaſphemy ſo to ſay, or of the ſpirit of the 
Devil. Conkider of it : Therefore there is a neceſſity 
to know what mans ſpirit is; for that end I did di- 
Ringuiſh in my Book, Intituled, Damnable Herefie Di- 
{covered : The Spirit of man, which is the Candle, 
from the light within, which is, the Lord; and the 
ſpirit of the Devil from them both, 8c. By what's 
' written may appear, that the light within may be f1- 
lent, whilc men may follow other ſpirits, and _ the 
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11ght within, as it's taken heed unto and foilowed, - 
guides out of darkneſs. The. Hickes ſayeth in his book 
Page 62. You ſpeak of no other Reſurre&tion, but of 
Chrifts dying and ariſing in you, &c. Know all men, 
that I do believe, when the Soul of man is redeemed 
by the Lord from under the dominion of Death, the re- 
ſurreion is not hni{hed, nor when the body ſhall be 
delivered from the dominion of the man of the Earth, 
then the ReſufrreRion is not finilhed ; for in that Rate 
man may marry and die.Now Chriſt ſaycch, The hour 
cometh that all that are in their graves ſhal hear the waice 
of the Son of God & ſhall come forth, they that have done 
well to the reſurrection of life, anathey that have done e- 
vil to thereſurreftion of condemnation, then there ſhall be 
no more marrying, uor giving int marriage, nor dy;x any 
more, Luk.20.25.Joh.5.28.Hol.13.14- 1 Cor.1; 5.;. 

Again, it's written, Every man (hall recerve accord. 

ins as he hath doxe in the body, whether it be good or evil, 
&c. _ Touching things noted in The. Hickes his took 
againſt the Quakers, as he calls them, they are of age 
to ſpeak for themſelves, &'c. Touching what I have , 
written js to manifeſt his folly and falſhood, that he 
may nct proceed any farther ; and it was 'upon me; 
and in it I have peace with God, on whoſe fide I have 
written, and on whoſe fide | have been a Souldier a- 
boye theſe twenty years, although for it I have been 
impriſoned and troubled to many Aﬀſizes, but the Lord 
hath, as his promiſe is, delivered me : Glory be to 
him for ever and for evermore, Amen, Written
